Deer Slaughtering 

The following remarks from the last iseue 
of the Tamworth News may be taken as appli- 
cable to the northern of Hastings County 
aa well aa the othet mentioned. The 
News says : — “Our Denbigh correspondent 
lat week drew on to a matter that is 
engaging the attention of many others in the 
sections interested, via. : the hunting of deer 
with hounds, and hited that thefeelings of 
the settlers had raised to auth a piteh 
that next fall an oa plan would likely 
bé made for the destruction of the dogs. The 
Simcoe County Counoil at its Inst session 
a a memorial, requesting the Ontario 

vernment to so amend the game law as to 
prohibit deer hunting with hounds or other 
dogs. The memorial further states that a 
host of hunters invade the Muskoka district 
every season, and that the deer are slaughtered 
by thousands. The same may be said of this 
and adjoining couuties. There iso doubt 
that unless some action in the above direction 
is soon taken, deer in the habitable sections 
of Ontario will be extinct in a few years. 


How Eggs should be Sold. 
Ian't it strange that we buy and sell ¢ 

by number instead of weight? Number does 
not show their value; weight does. Some 
eggs weigh twice as much as others. What 
justice or business sagacity is there in paying 
the aame price for one as for the other? Is 
not the farmer who sells a large egg for the 
same price his neighbor-sells a amall one 
cheated? And is not the buyer ofthe small 
one cheated! Just as well might butter be 
sold by rolls,the small rolls bringing a8 much 
as the large ones. We do not buy or sell bat- 
ter bythe number of rolls, or meat. by the 
number of pieces, or cheese by number; nor 
shuuld we sell eggs by number. If eggs were 
bought and sold by alg: the value of cer- 
tain breeds of fowls would be changed. Not 
the breod that furnished the greatest number 
of is the most profitable; then it would 
be the breed that furnished the greatest 
weight, Some breeds are remarkable for the 
smallness of their eggs; each breeds would 
suffer in popularity, while the fowls that lay 
large would gain. This would work only 
justice, however, to the fowls, as it would to 
their owners and the consumers. Clearly eggs 
should be sold by weight. Then why does 
not every one insist upon itt—American 
Agricalturist tor December.

SUICIDE BY HANGING. 
A Farmer of Ameliasburge Grows 
Tired of Life. 


‘ (Intelligencer.) 

On Friday afternoon abont 4 o'clock, the 
body of Geo. Cunningham, an aged farmer of 
Ameliasburg, was found hanging in his cow 
shed. Life was extinct. Those who had 
seen Mr.Cunningham during the day say he 
was in his usual good spirits. In the after- 
noon at about the usual time he went to the 
barn to put the cattle up for the night. 
About 4 o'clock a daughter went to the shed 
to milk and was horrified to see her father 
almost sitting on the floor with a rope about 
his neck. The alarm was given and the body 
soon after cut domn. A piece of clothes line 
had been used. He had put it twice a- 
round his neck and fastened the other end 
over a board above his head. The board was 
but a few inches above his head; not high 
enough for him to swing off his feet. 

The shock to the community was great. 
Mr. Cunningham was 77 yeare of age and an 
old resident of the township. Possessing a 
public spirit and unswerving loyalty, he com. 
manded the respect of all who knew him. 
In the year 1887 he served in the rebellion in 
the 2nd Dragoons of Prince Edward County. 
He owned 860 acres of land about 2 miles 
from Ferry Point and was well-to-do. A 
family of 7 grown children survive him.

The Nominations for North Hast- 
ings. 

The nomination of candidates for 
the electoral division of the North 
Riding of Hastings for the re 
presentation of the riding in the Legis- 
lative Assembly of Ontario, took place 
at the Town Hall in this village on Tues- 
day. Shortly after 12 o'clock the pro- 
coedings opened bythe Poll Clerk, Mr. 
Francis E. O'Flynn, reading the Writ, 
and the Returning Officer, Mr. W. H. 
Ponton, then announced that he was 
ready to receive nontinations. The fol- 


lowing were made :— 

A. F. Wood, the late member, was 
nomirated by Mr. John Caskey, Reeve 
of Madoc township, seconded by Mr. 
Francis Reynolds, of Huntingdon. 

Dr. Faulkner of Stirling, was nomin- 
ated by Mr. Albert Chard, of Stirling, 
pesca by Mr. E. D. O'Flynn, of thia 
village. 


E. D. O'Flynn was nominated by Mr. 
Oliver Dingman,seconded by Mr. Thos. 
A. Dunn. 


An adjournment was then made to 
the Masonic Hall,where it had been ar- 
to hold a public meeting by both 
ties. In about half an hour this large

forming the audience. 
Mr John R. Ketcheson was appointed 
Chairman, and in calling the meeting to 
order, said he hoped all prosent would 
give the speakers a fair hearing,and then 
asked the candidates to arrange their 
programme as to who should speak, and 
when,and he would endeavor to carry it 
out.

Mr. Wood next dwelt at 
considerable length on the School Book 
question, and said he was opposed toa 
political Minister of Education. He 
characterized as a “ babel of cofusion” 
the action of the government in author- 
ining two sets of readers and promising 4 
third, and then to take neither, but get 
out a new set of books from selections 
from the other three, and recoup the 
publishers for their outlay, besides giv- 
ing a monopoly of publishing the new 
se ‘ies instead of throwing it open to 
competition, which would have reduced 
the cost of the books to the people of 
the country one-half. He strongly oppos- 
ed the government on this question. He 
denied the “no popery’” charges, and 
asked for no privilege for himself that 
he was not willing to give to all others 
of whatever religion or creed. He 
closed by asking the electors to again 
return him as their representative, and 
by at least 500 majority. ; 
Dr. Faulkner was next calledon. He 
said he addressed such a large gathering 
of intelligent electors with a great deal 
of diffidence, as it was new work for 
him, and he had been preceeded by a 
scholar (Mr. Wood) who had learned his 
lesson well. He thought, however,the 
electors would not be led away by fine 
talk, and while he admitted that on a 
straight party vote in North Hastings he 
could not be elected as the Conservatives 
had a majority in the riding, yet he ex- 
pected a large number of the Conserva- 
tives would vote for him as an Independ- 
ent candidate. In his own part of the 
riding he was sure of a large Conserva- 
tive support. He had expected to hear 
his opponent declare his policy, but he 
claimed Mr. Wood announged no policy 
fur the future, and the electors would 
not know where to find ep Raho 
from his speech to-day. Mr. Wood h 
referred to the timber policy of the. 
Mowat government, but only touched up- 
on such parts as suited himself. Why 
did he not go into the whole policy of 
the. government, which he, the speaker, 
claimed was in the interest of the prov- 
ince as a whole. He referred to. the 
Boundary Award,and the attempt of the 
Ottawa government to. dispossess On- 
tario of a large tract of timber lands,but 
which had been defeated by Mr. Mowat. 
He contrasted the price at which the 
Ottawa and Ontario governments sold 
their timber limits, to the great disad- 
vantage of the former. He did not, he 
said, uphold Mowat in everything he 
did, he thotight the refuse in timber 


districts should fall to the settlers in- [ 


stead of the lumbermen, and that set- 
tler’s rights could be enlarged so that 
they could cut timber, which was simp- 
ly going to waste,for their own use. He 
was in favorofone saw mill in each 
township cutting from 100,000 to 500,- 
000 feet of lumber annually to BRA 
settlers.

Srk,—-When people complain about the 
in expenditure of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment they are told that the increase is 
due to the great public works that have been 
constructed or completed in the last ten years.

sorted considerable ; while a considerable 
amount has been expended on various srfaller 
works throughout the Dominion. All these 
works have been constructed with borrowed 
money, thus causing a considerable increase 
in the public debt, and aiso an increase in 
the amount annually required to pay the 
interest. Bat most people imagine that the 
increased expenditure is far greater than the 
circumstances will justify, and this view of 
the case would seem to be sustained by a 
recent statement of one of the members of 
the government. The Hon. Thomas White 
ng ® few weeks ago at Walkerton told 

his audience that the increased burden of the 
public debt incurred by the present govern- 
ment would amount to only one cent per 
head for the whole population of the Dom- 
inion. If we assume our population to be 
tive million, then one cent per head would 
amount to just fifty thousand dollars, and if 
Mr, White is. correct that is the amount of 
the increase in our annual expenditure that 
is due to the constraction of public works.
